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HOUSE NUMBERING 
PLAN IS STUDIED 


Few Protests Reported Made 
Against Proposal to 
Change System 








In spite of the fact that a 
change in the system of num- 
bering houses on all avenues 
within the city would cost vari- 
ous organizations and concerns 
hundreds of dollars, not many 
protests have been made to the 
city officials against the plan. 

Definite action on the proposed 
change has been delayed to en- 
able the general public to study 
the plans and to offer their pro- 
tests. It may be several weeks, 
or several months before any 
action ig taken. In the mean- 
time the officials have asked that 
the public become familiar with 
the plan and then express their 
opposition to it if they have any. 

It is proposed that Upland 
house numbers begin at the 
southern city limits and progress 
northward, 100 numbers _ being 
allowed for each block. 
would mean that at Seventh 
street the numbers would be 
“700, at Highth street “800” and 
similarly northward. 

This plan would eliminate the 
necessity of the prefixes “north” 
and “south.” It is also pointed 
out that the system would log- 
ically identify the location of 
houses in that the house numbers 
would correspond to the streets 
having numbers for names. 

The cost of such a plan, how- 
ever, would be borne largely by 
the city of Upland, the utilities, 
the business firms and other con- 
cerns that have mailing lists and 
printed stationery.
